000,000 a year. 

Freight forwarders and water 
Carriers may also increase their 
rates under the decision. 

The ICC made plain it permitted 
the increase onlv because of a set- 
tlement arrived at between non- 
operating employees and the rail- 
roads. estimated to add about 
$292.000,00% a year to.the cost of 
operating the railroads. 

The Federal agency said that 
without considering the added pav 
to the “non-ops.” the railroads 
had not justified an immediate 
increase in rates. News of the set- 
tlement came on the final day of 
argument before the ICC. 

In January, the railroads asked 
for a six percent increase ex- 
cepting a few commodities, they 


then offered a motion they be per-.| 


mitted to make increases immedi- 
ately on an emergency basis, while 
the measure of the increase to be 
applied permanently was deter- 
mined 

Wednesday's decision permits 
the Eastern roads to increase rates 
four percent between the _ Esast 
and the rest of the country, and 
between points in Western terri- 
tory. and between points in South- 
ern territory, an increase of only 
two percent was authorized. 

The ICC found the Eastern rail- 
roads were in greater need of in- 
creased earnings than were rail- 
roads in other parts of the coun- 
trv. 

The record in the proceedings 
is held open for further hearings 
on the measure of the permanent 
increase. 

There are a number of excep- 
tions to the general increases.

The question again is whether or not 
United Nations forces will cross the 38th 
parallel. 

At Lake Success, the consensus seems 
to be they will not, at least in force, though 
there undoubtedly will be stabs across the 
dividing line if the military situation calls 
for such moves.

City Attorney Jack Savage, in com- 
menting on some of the witnesses appear- 
ing in the liquor-licensing investigations, 
dwelt on evidences of loss of memory on 
the part of some. 

That is one thing wrong. 

It is folly for the honest dealers not to 
come forward and tell what they know. If 
they obey some sort of underworld code of 
not “telling,” they may one day face the 
prospect of losing out themselves. 


The people prefer legal control to boot- 
legging and underworld control. When 
the American people voted out prohibition, 
they were not so much voting liquor in as 
they were voting to control it. Legal con- 
trol and a sensible mixed drink regulation 
are not perfect, but they are the best steps 
to take. 


But if greed and lawlessness on the part 
of some dealers are going to meet with 
silence on the part of those who could assist 
in getting rid of them, the public will in- 
evitably react against them all. Any other 
idea is folly. 

The fact that two Commissioners said 
they had been “approached,” and that 
other evidence of the two-and-two-make- 
four variety is before us, indicates plainly 
there is a dead rat in the political and 
licensing situation. 

We trust that at least some of the hon- 
est dealers will come forward and help 
maintain legal control—and their own 
businesses—by providing evidence on which 
to proceed.

“I was not searched in coming and go- 
ing,” he told a Federal Court jury in New 
York.

I didn’t take 
any blueprints or sketches out of Los Ala- 
mos because I relied on my memory. I got 
information outside *of my official duties 
as a machinist from various people.” 

He then went on to elaborate, affirm- 
ing that scientists themselves employed at 
the project talked freely concerning top 
secret details of the bomb. 

Our supposedly fool-proof security regu- 
lations simply failed to work. We have 
been guilty of sheer stupidity in dealing 
with a potential enemy whose agents are 
exceedingly clever and wily. 

It is well enough that our courts assume 
every defendant is innocent until proved 
guilty, but it is absurd to take the same 
view in' military installations where the 
country’s security is at stake. -

The Passing. 
Of the Sharecropper 


CUTHBERT—It is the sharecropper, rather 
than the Indian, who is this generation’s vanish- 
ing American. 


The changing times and the continuing trend away from row- 
crops have combined to consign to obsolescence the formerly ubiq- 
uitous character whom Erskine Caldwell exploited so well. 

Here in South Georgia, where in the depths of the depression 
an estimated 85 percent of the farmlands belonged, but for the 
formality of foreclosure, to the insurance companies and Federal 
Land Bank, the ownership of the land is, more than ever before, 
in the hands of those who: tend it. 

The labor shortage of the last war has never been fully alle- 
viated. Most of those who left for jobs in the defense plants of 
Macon and Marietta and Chicago and Dee-troit never came back. 
It was just as well that they didn’t. The crops to which South 
Georgia turned from .cotton require but relatively few field hands. 
One man can tend to many beef cattle. A tractor is the answer 
for many acres of peanuts. Timber and turpentine can be worked 
without the expenditure, of too many man-hours. 

Some of those who went away did come back, of course. But, 
in many instances, it was to cash in their War Bonds and buy 
land of their own. And, of those who stayed, nearly any man who 
was willing to work, and whose credit record indicated he wasn’t 
a deadbeat, has been able to rent or buy his own property. 

It is the general economic conditions which have done it. But 
the transformation has been hurried by the section-wide emphasis 
on-livestock. The visitor who returns but every year or so is re-. 
impressed each time with the constant improvement in the herds, 
both qualitatively and quantity-wise. 

Where but a couple of years ago six or eight bony bovine pulled 
at dog fennel and Jimson weed, today 30 or 40 fat Hereford or 
Angus graze contentedly on fescue or Bermuda in the average 
pasture. And where “canners and cutters” formerly brought six 
to 10 cents a pound, today’s quality steer ofttimes sells for $500 
and more. 

Incidentally, the spreading realization of the potentials of 
quality livestock has resulted in the disappearance, not only of the 
sharecropper, but of one of the traditional hazards from South 
Georgia highways. With beef commanding such fancy prices, 
farmers no longer turn their animals along the shoulders of the 
road to graze.

They argue that the General could get lots 
of votes there because of his popularity and be- 
cause he has not been identified as a profes- 
sional Republican.

It is possible that the situation here set forth 
is in the minds of a number of Southern Demo- 
cratic Senators, especially a group of younger 
men who are tolerant toward Fair Deal policies 
except for civil rights. Some, at least, are find- 
ing ‘ways to get their names in the headlines 
by investigations. That does not seem entirely 
accidental. 

Estes Kefauver of Tennessee has the best 
publicity vehicle of the lot—crime. That’s some- 
thing everybody understands and likes to read 
about when it involves somebody else.

Friendliness Is What Sells "Em 


A unique “traveling salesman” is Georgia’s Clark Gaines, secretary of the 


State Department of Commerce. 


His prospective customers are industries of the 


East, Midwest and West whom he would like to bring to Georgia to establish 
plants. His “sample case” is stocked with information on the resources of Georgia. 
While the State has had one or two development boards in the past, the State 
Department of Commerce is perhaps the first one to send a man out on the road 


régularly to make personal contacts to lure new business firms into Georgia. 


The quiet, almost 


too reticent Gaines is not one to ballyhoo the claims of.Georgia communities in the fierce compe- 


tition with communities of other States for the new industries. 


dustry up East, sits down across the table from 
the firm’s leader, and presents him with factual 


information about the .assets of Georgia’s com- 


munities. 


“Hot air and exaggerated claims don’t get 
you anywhere,” Gaines commented. “Many of 
these firms already have made preliminary 
studies and they can tell right off whether 
you are stretching things a bit. 


“What they want is factual information that 
will help them make their decision. If Georgia 
can help them, we want them to come to Georgia; 
but if Georgia doesn’t have the resources an 
industry needs, it would be unwise both for the 
industry and the community to lure the industry 
here under false claims.” 

Gaines isn’t bothered too much about Georgia 
communities misleading industries with boastful 
claims which can’t be supported, however. He 
finds Georgians are prone. to have an inferiority 
complex instead of a superiority complex about 
the assets of their home towns. Sometimes, the 
Department of Commerce finds some “fly-by- 
night” firms trying to take advantage of Georgia’s 
move to welcome new industries into the State. 
The Department screens out such firms. The list 
of firms seeking locations which the Department 
sends to communities are all reputable organi- 
zations. 

Georgia has many natural resources of which 
this traveling salesman boasts. But do you know 
what sells the visiting industrialists on locating 
here? 

Quicker than anything else, the friendliness 
of Georgia people cinches the deal, Gaines re- 
ported. When an industrialist arrives in Georgia 
and once feels the friendliness of the people, in 
contrast to many false impressions which have 


He goes into the office of an in- 


been spread over the nation about Georgia, he 
wants to settle here. 

Gaines said that some managers. of new dis- 
trict offices here have been won to Georgia so 
firmly that they threaten to quit their jobs and 
stay here if their firms ever decide to pull out. 
The traveling salesman puts his greatest effort 
in getting industrialists to visit Georgia and .meet 
Georgia people, while incidentally looking over 
the prospective sites for a factory and inspecting 
the labor, transportation, building, and other re- 
sources which Georgia possesses. 


¢ In addition to seeking new industries for 
Georgia, the Department of Commerce cur- 
rently is spending most of its time helping 
Georgia firms obtain defense contracts. It 
has information in its office on Government 
contracts to be let. It guides Georgia firms 
into the proper Washington agencies to ob- 
tain some of this work. : 


Apparently sold on the idea of boasting Geor- 
gia nationally and trying to bring industries and 
tourists into this State, the Legislature recently 
granted the Department $50,000 for an advertis- 
ing campaign in national publications. It also 
instructed the Department to establish and op- 
erate “Welcome” stations on main highways 
leading into Georgia. 

Georgia’s campaign for new industries is pay- 
ing off. With cities over the State organizing de- 
velopment boards to seek new industries, many 
nationally known. industries have opened plants 
in Georgia. The industrial movement in Georgia 
has become so noticeable that the New York 
Legislature sent a special committee to Georgia 
several months ago to find out why industries 
were moving from New York to Georgia.

At Ormond Beach 


NEW YORK—There it was, spelled out in 
 *& ge; black and white, an attractive resort ad in Golf 
«SS M% $8 World, published at Pinehurst, N. C., by ex-golf 
writer Bob Harlow. It was a singularly attractive layout for the 
Ormond Beach Golf Club, adjacent to the famous Florida hotel: 


“Play the seaside links where John D. Rockefeller and Ed 
Sullivan struggled with par, in the breezes off the South 
Atlantic—one of the finest linkslands in the world.” 


Next time the bank sends a curt note that the checking account 
has been overdrawn by $1.75, or Collector of Internal Revenue 
Johnson dispatches a fearsome invitation to drop in, they'll get 
@ photostat of the Ormond Beach G. C. ad which links this colum- 
nist with the late colossus of Standard Oil. 


TECHNICALLY, the ad is correct: Mr. Rockefeller did struggle 
daily with par at Ormond, which is one of the most attractive 
ocean courses in the world; it’s also true that, simultaneously, 
your reporter struggled with par at Ormond. 


However, there were some fundamental differences. 


Mr. Rockefeller died in May, 1937, and left an estate which 
was estimated at $2,400,000,000 by the AP. Others argued he left 
only a billion dollars. In any event, give or take a billion dollars, 
the old gentleman only struggled with par, while your reporter 
also struggled with the problem of saving enough out of his weekly 
Ormond wage to buy his ticket back to New York, at the end of 
the brief season. 


Struggle proved unequal, so I borrowed $50 from Tommy 
Armour. 


There were some other differences, also fundamental. 


MR. ROCKEFELLER did not play with the hotel baseball 
team, for which I caught, and for which the head porter pitched. 
The infield was made up of bellhops, all of them from Boston, 
Dorchester and Roxbury. The outfield consisted of a room clerk, 
a night watchman and an assistant chef. Our coach was Fred 
Merkle, who had a truck farm near Daytona, and enough of his 
big league class rubbed off on us to win the Florida hotel cham- 
pionship. 

At night, Mr. Rockefeller did not fish with us, from the bridge 
over the Halifax River, a stone’s throw from his home. These 
are the disadvantages that go with a billion dollars or even a 
teeny-weeny million, but Mr. Rockefeller accepted it, chin up. 


THIS WAS BACK around 1924, just after Frank Munsey, the 
coroner of Newspaper Row, had bought and shipwrecked the N. Y. 
Evening Mail. It always seemed t6 me he went to a lot of effort 
to put me out of a job. At any event, your reporter was in Florida 
when the roof fell in, and Grantland Rice, hearing of the persona! 
tragedy, landed the job at Ormond Beach. 


IN ADDITION to acting as golf secretary, which occasionally 
consisted of luring Walter Hagen, Joe Kirkwood, Glenna Collett 
and other golf stars for exhibition matches, your reporter also 
served as Ormond correspondent for the various wire services 
and dailies. . 

On one occasion, this proved a golden windfall. Mr. Rocke- 
feller invited banking tycoon George F. Baker down from Sea 
Island, Ga., for John D.’s daily eight-hole exercises. 

As this brought together two of the wealthiest old gentlemen 


in the world, at golf, all of the big papers of the country wired — 


for coverage. It’s the only time I ever had two multimillionaires 
working for me. On space rates, they enriched this reporter by 
about $134, and it was mighty decent of them, slaving over a hot 
course. 


SO THE HOTEL ORMOND resort ad, which genially pictures 
Mr. Rockefeller and this correspondent gallantly “struggling with 
par in the breezes off the South Atlantic,” is not completely ac- 
curate.

Taxing Is No Simple Matter 


April the first is moving closer and closer, and with it is coming an entirely 
new tax experience for Georgians. In these few weeks remaining until the sales 
tax goes into effect, the State Government is coping with many problems which 
are coming hand-in-hand (hand-in-pocket might be a better figure of speech) 
with the new revenue producer. Not the least of these problems is the principle 
of a tax-on a tax. The sales tax butts into this poser in the instance of Federal 

and State taxes on cigarettes, gasoline, liquor, beer, and no telling what else. The matter is being 
studied by the Attorney General. As of now, the Georgia tax on cigarettes is five cents a pack. The 
Federal tax is seven cents, for a total of 12 cents. When a consumer planks down the money for a pack 


of smokes, or a carton, it will make quite a dif- 
ference if the sales tax is applied to the total 
purchase price, U. S. and State tax included, or 
if the sales tax hits only the previously untaxed 
portion. 


Georgia's new sales tax law declares that if 
the Federal tax on an article is separately shown, 
then the sales tax shall not apply to the U. S. tax. 


| That sounds rather involved, but what it 
means is that if you buy fur, or silver, or 
cosmetics, or any of the other things on which 
a percentage is added to the purchase price 
as a Federal excise tax, then you will have to 
pay sales tax only on the actual sales price 
of the item. 


This will be fairly simple for the merchant to 
figure, as the U. S. tax is affixed at the time of 
selling. In the‘instance of cigarettes, gasoline, 
liquor, beer, it will be something else again, as 
these commodities are sold with the taxes built 
in, so to speak. The seller probably will have a 
separate scale of prices showing what these items 
sell for minus State and Federal taxes, and then 
figure the sales tax on this shaved-down price. 


All this explanation is predicated on the as- 
sumption the Attorney General will rule the State 
cannot tax a tax, as in the instance of the previ- 
ously State and Federal taxed cigarettes, gaso- 
line, etc. 

Incidentally, since the Federal amusement tax 
is added to the admission price at theaters, parks 
and such, the State sales tax will apply only to 
the actual cost of the ticket, before application 
of the Federal tax. 

This involved tax-on-tax problem is being 
studied and, like other angles of the sales tax 
law, it all eventually will be worked out. 


One of the little-publicized features of the new . 


sales tax law is the business of dealing with 
“contrabrand.” 


If a person wishes to bring articles into the 
State for resale, and does not use a common car- 
rier, he must secure a permit—free of charge— 
from the Revenue Department. This means if he 
uses his own truck, or his own car, to transport 
the goods into the State, he has got to be sure he 
is proceeding legally. The law provides that if 
anyone is apprehended bringing in goods without 
a permit, and not via a common carrier, then 
his truck or car can be seized, and the goods, too. 


Do not think that the field of confusion 
in regard to taxes is limited solely to the 
State. The Federal Government is involved, 
too. This is brilliantly illustrated by an ex- 
perience supplementary to the writing of this 
particular column. 


Just to make sure the figure given above for 
the Federal tax on cigarettes was correct, the 
Bureau of Internal Rvenue (U. 8.) was called on 


the telephone. A young lady answered, and here 
is the way the conversation went: 

Caller: Could you transfer this call to some- 
one who could tell me what the Federal tax on 
cigarettes is? 


Young Lady: One moment, please. 
Pause. 
Young Lady: It is not deductible. 


Caller: I did not wish to deduct it, but merely 
wish to find out what the tax is. 

Young Lady: One moment, please. (She calls 
across room to male person in background.) 

Male Person in Background: Tell him to look 
on the tax stamp; it says there. 

Young Lady: Look on the tax stamp; it says 
there. 

Caller: I’m sorry, but it does not say. There 
is only a picture of Dewitt Clinton, and the word 
“Twenty.” 

Young Lady: One moment, please, 

Caller: Never mind. Thank you. 

That is the way it goes, but understand, this 
is no indictment of the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue. Today, March 15, is no time to get brash 
with those people.

-A resident of this county 
recently called this office and stated he had just 
returned from a trip to South Georgia and re- 
ported that he had nowhere encountered a road 
as bad as Route 41 through Monroe County. His 
exact description of our part of the road was 
“diszraceful.” 

It is difficult to disagree with this gentleman. 
The highway does not show us in a favorable 
light, but what is worse is that it is a constant 
threat to the lives of those people who have the 
courage to pass over it. The State has done and 
is doing some repair work on the road, but this 
is not enough. Its narrowness and treacherous 
shoulders must be remedied if it is to be made 
safe. 

With the existence of a national emergency, 
this is not a popular time to ptess for domestic 
improvements, but it must be remembered that a 
death on the highway is as much a loss as any 
other death.

The same person who 
wouldn’t bat an eye at paying 
out an average person’s yearly 
salary for a month’s vacation in 
Florida will tighten up his purse 
strings and demand cheap land, 
cheap help and quick returns 
from his farming investment. 


Recreation from working 
with the soil is one thing and 
recreation from lying on the 
beach is quite another thing. 
We expect to pay for our rec- 
reation on the beach but we 
expect the recreation from 
working with. the soil te 
pay us. 


We adopt the same style of 
thinking in selecting a home. 
Thé same person who pays a 
small fortune for an apartment 
in the right location or for a’ 
beautiful home in the right part 
of town will tighten up when 
he moves to the country and 
will expect the farm to make a 
living for him. 


THE FEAR of farm life is in 
the mores of the second and 
third generation of people whose 
ancestors lived the soul-destroy- 
ing life of drudge-farming here 
in the South. 


Their blood cells remem- 
ber the lack of capital, the 
cheap labor, the eroded soil, 
the poor crops, the long hours, 
the lack of refinements. 


They remember the advan- 
tages of the town’s people over 
them and the great joy in the 
family when their ancestors fi- 
nally escaped to town. 

But today’s program is differ- 
ent. Farming can be easy. The 
electric wire is out there. Mod- 
ern farm machinery .can be 
had. Small-town monopolies are 
breaking up. You may trade 
where you will, the automobile 
and ‘the telephone make this 
practicable. 

Farming can be profitable, too. 
But the main point is that it can 
provide the good life.

Man Signs But’ Wife Buys, 
Say Women House Agents

It is the woman who buys, and the man who pays for the houses 
sold in Atlanta. This is the concensus of women real estate dealers, 
who are by no means a minority group, for every day finds more 


entering the field. 

“Seventy-five or eighty per 
cent of the buyers are women,” 
said Mrs. Harry Norman, a 
pioneer in real estate, who since 
1926 has built her staff to in- 
clude 11 saleswomen. 

“And for that reason,” 
continued, “it takes women to 
sell them. Feminine dealers 
have more patience and do not 
mind showing the houses over 
and over again.” 


Of course the man of the 
house is always called in to 
close the deal and sign on the 
dotted line, but it is his wife 
who foes out to do the shop- 
ping” Only once or twice in 
her long career has Mrs. Nor- 
man sold a house to a man 
without his wife seeing it 
first, and that was because the 
family was moving here from 
another city, and the husband 
came in advance to make the 
purchase. 


Mrs. Meade R. Sutherland 
recalls only two men who pur- 
chased without their wives’ ap- 
proval first. 

“I was sorry afterwards that 
I made one of those sales,” she 
said, “for when the man’s wife 
saw the house, she remarked 
rather acidly: ‘I knew a woman 
sold you this house.’ However, 
she moved in and now she’s 
crazy about the place,” Mrs. 
Sutherland consoled herself. 

Women look for large closets,

And as for the pink slip, it’s 
liable to be baby blue, green, white or yellow. It’s about eight inches 

. deep and five inches wide, and it tells the player he’s a free man.
